Service Pay Developments 

Acceptance by House conferees of the 
Senate amendment to the Army Appro 
priation bill fixing rental and subsistence 
allowances at the rate in force prior to 
the enactment of the economy law 
seemed fairly assured this week. The 
conferees are expected to reach an agree 
ment shortly and report to their respee 
tive Houses, 

With the reporting of the First De 
ficiency Appropriation bill by the House 
Appropriations committee this week 
some disappointment was expressed that 
it failed to include the provision recom 
mended by President Roosevelt which 
would assure against the Comptroller 
General denying credit for the three 
years of the economy act in computing 
longevity pay. It was explained, how- 
ever, that the first bill contained only 
urgent money items and that it was de 
sired to hasten its passage and that the 
longevity correction will be placed on the 
next deficiency bill.

Allowances for Autos 
(Continued from First Page) 
copies of the JouRNAL’s survey to the 
War Department with a recommenda- 
tion that some action be taken to pro- 
vide an automobile allowance for per- 
sonnel involved. The results of the 
JOURNAL's survey are now being studied 
in the Office of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, with a view to recommending ac- 

tion. 

Data studied so far indicate, it Is said, 
that an allowance of $12.50 per month 
would be a reasonable one. The survey 
showed that officers use their private 
automobiles on an average of 24.4 per- 
cent of their total use of their cars, The 
average monthly mileage per officer on 
Government business was estimated at 
260 miles, and the operation cost was 
calculated at $.0504 per mile. As the 
study is being continued, it is possible, 
that with additional data, these figures 
will change, and of course, would vary 
considerably at particular posts and as 
to particular individuals. 

The following schemes for determining 
an allowance for official use of private 
cars were considered: 

(1) An allowance for all officers own- 
ing cars, based upon actual mileage 
driven per month on duty. 

(2) A flat allowance given to officers 
whose duties require them to do an us- 
usual amount of driving on duty. 

(3) A flat allowance per month to all 
officers owning cars, plus a second flat 
allowance to all officers whose duties re- 
quire them to do an unusual amount of 
driving on duty. 

(4) A flat allowance per month to 
all officers owning cars, plus a mileage 
allowance to all officers whose duties re- 
quire them to do an unusual amount of 
driving on duty. 

(5) An allowance based upon mileage 
driven on duty, to be made only to cer- 
tain specified officers whose duties re- 
quire them to do an unusual amount of 
driving on duty. Officers to receive the 
allowance under this plan should be 
designated by the Post Commander. 

(6) An allowance based upon mileage 
driven on duty, to be given to every 
officer owning a car. 

(7) A flat allowance to every officer 
owning a car. 

(8) A flat allowance per month upon 
the application of any officer, to be effec- 
tive upon the approval of the Post Com- 
mander. 

The study concludes that 


some sys- 





tem should be established for reimburse- 
ment of officers for use of their cars on 
strictly official business. It is conceded 
that it will be difficult to fix a set rate 
which would be just to all. However, 
it is believed that if Commanding Offi- 
cers at Camps, Posts and Stations 
where there are no passenger-carrying 
vehicles would certify that an officer on 
duty at that station required a passen- 
ger car to discharge his duties it would 
be desirable to have some fixed amount 
which should be allotted to such offi- 
cer as long as he remained on that as- 
signment. The stand is taken that the 
fixed amount should be uniform for all 
officers regardless of rank or type of 
car owned, 

The sum of $12.50 per month would ap- 
pear to be a reasonable allowance, it is 
estimated, Of course, it must be under- 
stood that each monthly voucher 
should have attached data showing that 
the officer concerned actually used his 
ear on official business and the extent 
used, keeping in mind that going to and 
from business is not official use. 

There is another angle, it is said. 
which must not be lost sight of i. e., in 
case of accidents which might oceur and 
in which the privately owned vehicle was 
concerned, who would pay for damages 
which accrue? This would apply to dam- 
age done to the officer’s car which he 
was using in the public service as well 
as to the damage done to other private 
property.

upon retirement as consultant in surgery 
at the Walter Reed Hospital. The bill 
further provides full active duty pay 
and allowances of the grade held by 
Colonel Keller at the time of retirement. 

Would Withhold PWA Funds 

Congressional sentiment for ear mark- 
ing the Work Relief appropriations of 
$4,800,000,000 is causing some uneasiness 
among friends of the services. The allot- 
ment of $278,000,000 for the Navy from 
Public Work funds last year already has 
been under criticism in the Senate. Ef- 
forts then to designate funds for special 
public works carry some threat that it 
will become more and more difficult to 
obtain allotments for military and naval 
purposes. 

“Several Army projects depend upon 
plans to obtain the funds from Public 
Works appropriations”, said one out- 
standing supporter of the Army in the 
House, who, however, was unwilling to 
be quoted, “and the outcome may be that, 
after authorizations are obtained, the 
Army will find itself holding the sack.” 

Pertinent to this observation was the 
vote of the Senate, Wednesday, 71 to 15, 
adding the following amendment to the 
Work Relief bill: “No part of the appro- 
priations made by the joint resolution 
shall be expanded for munitions, war- 
ships, or military or naval materiel; but 
this provision shall not be construed to 
prevent the use of such appropriation 
for improvements in military or naval 
reservations, posts, camps, cemeteries or 
fortified areas or for non-military or 
non-naval purposes in such places.” 

This amendment originated with Sena- 
tor Borah, of Idaho, but was substan- 
tially the text of another amendment pro- 
posed by Senator Thomas, of Utah. 
There was considerable debate in which 
Senators Borah, Clark, of Mo.; Barkley, 
Thomas, of Utah, and others partici- 
pated. The point of the opposition 
Senators Borah, Clark and Thomas was 
that large sums were appropriated on 
the Army Appropriation bill and if ad- 
ditional money were needed, it should be 
carried on that measure, rather than 
on the Work Relief bill. 

The latter has already passed the 
House, and the fate of this qualifying 





amendment must be settled in confer. 
ence. Representative Parks, of Ark, 4 
member of the Appropriations Commit 
tee, said that the Senate amendment 
would probably be lost in conference, a 
though he had not studied the matter 
with sufficient care to express a definite 
opinion.

General MacArthur Discusses 
Enlisted Increase 
The increase in the enlisted strength 
of the Army is probably the most im- 


portant item now before the conferees 
on the War Department appropriation 
bill. 


General Douglas MacArthur, chief of 
staff, in explaining this increase to the 
House committee, said that the proposed 
distribution would be as follows: 

“Four divisions, one each as a nucleus 
for each of the four armies and five re- 
inforced brigades will be organized. The 
ultimate organization of the Regular 
Army upon mobilization will be 9 divi- 
sions. The 5 reinforced brigades not 
only form the nuclei around which the 
remaining 5 divisions are to be organized 
upon mobilization, but will also be im- 
mediately available for the field in the 
event of an emergency. 

“The average present peace strength 
of the First, Second, Third, and Fourth 
Divisions is 6,764. The proposed peace 
strength will be 11,899, expansible to a 
war strength of 20,731. 

“The average present peace 
of the five existing reinforced 
is 2,475. The proposed peace 
will be 5,369, 

“The allotments to the Signal Corps 
and to the services, medical, ordnance, 
and quartermaster, have been reduced to 
the minimum consistent with require- 
ments for the maintenance of these divi- 
sions in the field. 

“In order to keep the strength of the 
overseas garrisons at a constant level, a 
pool of 2,000 enlisted men is set up. 

“The Air Corps is brought to the 
strength, 16,000, authorized by the act of 
July 2, 1926, it having been brought to

“Provision is made for the nuclei of 
5 anti-aircraft regiments, which, added 


to the 4 existing, will provide 1 for each 
corps area, 

“The progressive development of anti- 
aircraft defense is contemplated to sup 
plement the defensive effort of the Army 
Air Corps. 

“Personnel for the mechanized Cavalry 
and for Infantry tank units will be pro 
vided as equipment becomes available.” 

During the discussion before the com 
mittee the General also stated: 

“It is my own opinion that the enlisted 
strength of the Army is at low a 
figure that it is a continuing menace 
to the safety of the country. I believe 
that we should increase to 165,000 with 
no delay whatsoever. However, as I 
have already stated, attainment of the 
required minimum strength in 4 years 
would be a more or less satisfactory 
solution. I believe that that is the mini- 
mum that is necessary. The only excuse 
for delay is lack of money. But it is 
my professional opinion that you are in 
a continued position of potential danger 
if you do not raise the Regular Army to 
165,000 men. 

“There is a vital necessity for this 
number. I do not want you to get the 
idea though that when we do get 165,000 
men, that that number is going to spell 
absolute safety. 

“What I do mean to say is that that 
number will give you a chance to build 
up under the American method, under 
the National Defense Act. We have 
four armies. All we are asking in this 
request for 165,000 men is to have one 
reasonably sized division in each of those 
armies, so that we would have four divi- 
sions of some strength in case of emer-

“I know the Navy provides more 
places than the Army in its higher en- 
listment grades,” said he. “That is due 
to the great amount of machinery and 
equipment, that must have the attention 
of skilled mechanics on shipboard. 

“I want, of course, to provide the full- 
est opportunity for enlisted men to ad- 
vance to commissions as Army officers. 
Such opportunities should exist to en- 
courage intelligent young men to enlist 
and to study for advancement. But there 
should also be the fullest opportunity 
for advance to the higher enlisted grades 
and with these newer conditions in the 
Army we should open the door wider, 
even though narrowly, so that there may 
be encouragement to every intelligent and 
ambitious man in the ranks. The re- 
pairing and conditioning of airplanes and 
other complicated machinery is done by 
enlisted men, under instruction of offi- 
cers. Officers make the Army a career. 
I would like to see much liberal ad- 
vancement for qualified young men to 
reach the higher grades that they might 
look upon enlistment service in the Army 
also as a career for them.”

Munitions Investigation 
The Senate Munitions inquiry, under 
the lead of Chairman Nye, has had an- 


other week of vigorous hearings and 
notable witnesses. The program prom- 


ises to comprise much activity for some 
time to come, probably till April. Mean- 
while the bill of Representative Me 
Swain “to take the profits out of war”, 
which has been revised several times, 
is on the Ihouse calendar, where it will 
not be reached for the present. 

Recent witnesses before the Senate 
Committee have voiced their opposition 
to the Tlouse measure. It was eniticized 
at the Munitions hearing Thursday as 
only a “left-handed gesture” that would 
fall far short of reducing incomes from 
war activities. “It’s more of a toddle 
than a step’, commended Senator Clark, 
of Missouri, one of the Committee mem- 
bers. James FE. Van Zandt, head officer of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars, and James 
A. Drain past national commander of 
the American Legion both testified for 
conscription of capital as well as man 
power in time of war. 

Mr. Van Zandt referred to recent testi- 


mony, before the Munitions Committee 
by Eugene R. Grace of the Bethlehem 


Steel Corporation in which the latter’s 
enormous bonuses of about $3,000,000 
from war business was brought out. 

Mr. Drain told the Committee that 
“The American Legion says and it is 
right, that the universal draft means no 
profiteers and no slackers in other 
words, a square deal for every citizen, 
a war at low cost and high efficiency if 
war must be.” 

Earlier in the week William BB. Shear- 
er, former employe of the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding Company, gave lurid testi- 
mony, rehearsing transactions in connee- 
tion with the Geneva Conference. When 
incidents he described were referred to 
by a Senator of the committee as cow- 
ardly, he showed his resentment but was 
directed to sit down. Mr. Shearer named 
several he deemed “anti-American”, one 
of them Bernard A. Baruch, adviser to 
Presidents, who testified before the 
Ifouse Military Affairs Committee on 
the McSwain bill to take profits out of 
war and who has been called by Chatr- 
man Nye to testify March 28 on his ac- 
tivities head of the War Industries 
soard., 

Former Secretary of War Patrick J. 
Hurley was an interesting witness at the 
Wednesday session, declaring “It Is un- 
patriotic to compel one man to endure 
the hardships of war, perhaps to give 
his life, while another is earning profits 
from war.” He explained that there was 
authority under the constitution and un- 
der war emergency conditions for Con- 
gress to eliminate war profits and for 
the President to call into Government 
use not only man power but capital, He 
added : 

“The power to require a citizen to en- 
ter military service, perhaps to be in- 
jured or killed, is unquestionably great- 
er inroad upon that citizen’s rights than

Orders issued by the Navy Depart- 
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Award of Mackay Trophy 

The Secretary of War has announced 
that the Mackay Trophy for 1934 has 
been awarded by the War Department 
to Brig. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, AC, in 
recognition of his leadership as Com- 
manding Officer of the U. 8. Army 
Alaskan Flight of last year. 

It is interesting to note that this same 
officer was the first winner of the Mac- 
kay Trophy in 1912. He was then a 
2nd Lieutenant, 29th Infantry, detailed 
to the Aviation Section of the Signal 
Corps. 

General Arnold received the first 
-award for a reconnaissance flight he 
made on October 9, 1912, from College 
Park, Md., then the site of the Signal 
Corps Aviation School, over the triangle 
Washington Barracks, D. C., Ft. Myer, 
‘Va., and return to College Park. He 
pileted the early type Wright biplane, 
powered with a 40 horsepower engine 
revolving two propellors in tandem by 
the chain and sprocket method. The 
instability of this airplane may be 
judged from the fact that, upon landing 
at College Park following the comple- 
tion of his 41-minute flight, General 
Arnold’s appearance, according to re- 
ports, was that of “physical exhaustion 
and nervousness.” He stated that on 
account of adverse atmospheric condi- 
tions during the flight, he was forced to 
center all his attention to controlling 
the airplane and was unable to look at 
the map which he carried in the seat 
alongside him. He further states that 
his altitude on this flight varied from 
1400 to 2800 feet, necessitated by the 
“strong, puffy and gusty wind.” 

Much water has passed over the dam 
during this span of 23 eventful years 
in the progress of military aviation, and 
in the proceedings of the Board of Air 
Corps Officers, consisting of Lt. Col. 
Arnold N. Krogstad, Maj. Carl Spatz, 
Frank D. Lackland, Vincent B. Dixon 
and Lt. Thomas M. Lowe, convened for 
the purpose of making recommendations 
to the Chief of the Air Corps on the 
award of the Mackay Trophy for 1934, 
it is stated that, of the various flights 
made during that year, the U. 8S. Army 
Alaskan Flight, commanded by General 
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Arnold, was the most meritorious. 

Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, Chief 
of the Air Corps, approved this recom- 
mendation. 

The Alaskan Flight, participated in 
by 14 officers and 16 enlisted men util- 
izing ten B-10 bombers, involved a total 
distance estimated at approximately 
9,290 miles.

Berlin (AP)—yYou can drive eighteen 
miles between Berlin and Potsdam 
along the main highways and see such 
Nazi prides as new roads and homes.

Visible to all travelers along the “back 
way” to the historic suburb are four 
gigantic construction projects involving 
the erection of numerous two and three 
story buildings, extensive leveling of 
broad fields and the employment of hun- 
dreds of men. 

Barbed wire encloses them. Each is 
screened off by old forest growth or 
newly planted trees which soon will shut 
off the view. Before one are sentry 
boxes with uniformed guards on duty. 
Until recently writing or talking about 
the new structures constituted espionage, 
meaning imprisonment or death. 

The Foreign Office, in its reply to the 
Anglo-French security proposals, has in- 
dicated that Germany possesses an air 
fleet; but still mystery surrounds the 
new undertakings. Workers show iden- 
tification cards to enter or leave the 
grounds. “No trespassing” signs are 
numerous, Intense activity today pre- 
vails where less than one year ago were 
only nondescript dwellings, pastures, 
lakes and forests. 

A little imagination enables one to en- 
vision there most modern barracks, huge 
flying fields, proving grounds, labora- 
tories, ammunition dumps and complex 
tunnels within a few weeks.

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Wins Schiff Trophy 

Approximately 10,000 flying hours with 
only three minor mishaps was the stand- 
ard necessary to win the Herbert Schiff 
Trophy Competition for the fiscal year 
1934. 

The successful squadron in attaining 
the highest merit for hours flown with- 
out serious accident was under the direct 
command of Lt. L. A. Moebus, USN, dur- 
ing the competition, it was announced 
this week. The winning squadron, the 
whole name of which is Training Squad- 
ron Two of the Eighth Naval District 
(Pensacola), is the squadron which 
gives all student naval aviators their 
primary landplane instruction. This is 
the first time that the Schiff Trophy 
award has been won by a squadron 
whose primary mission is the training of 
inexperienced student personnel. In 
order to obtain first place in the com- 
petition this squadron completed some 
ten thousand flying hours with only 
three accidents of a very minor nature. 

The Herbert Schiff Memorial Trophy 
was presented to the Navy Department 
in 1925 by members of the family of Lt. 
(jg) Herbert Schiff, USN Res., aviator, 
who was killed in line of duty at the 
Naval Air Station, Hampton Roads, Va., 
on July 11, 1924. Unlike most aviation 
trophies the award is not based upon 
speed, endurance or altitude records, but 
upon safe flying throughout the year in 
line of duty. It was the expressed pur- 
pose of the donor of the award to stimu- 
late interest in naval flying and at the 
same time to reduce aviation accidents. 
Until 1929 the award was made to indi- 
viduals but in that year the rules cover- 
ing the Herbert Schiff Trophy Contest 
were revised, the trophy no longer being 
awarded to an individual naval aviator, 
but to the squadron or unit which makes 
the best record for safety in flying dur- 
ing the fiscal year. 





Navy Surveys Wake Island 

The Secretary of the Navy announced 
recently that the USS Nitro, equipped 
with one amphibian plane, was due to 
arrive at Wake Island some day during 
the week on her homeward-bound trip 
from Guam to Honolulu. 

The purpose in stopping in Wake Is- 
land, he said was to conduct a brief 
hydrographic survey of the lagoon and 
terrain of this island, to determine its 
feasibility as a wayport in future com- 
mercial Trans-Pacific flights. The sur- 
vey will be of a preliminary and super- 
ficial nature, lasting only about two 
days, largely to verify the accuracy of 
the most recent hydrographic survey 
which occurred in 1923.

Navy Notes in the Press 
(Army, Navy and Air Force Gazette of 
London) 

A question has been asked in Parlia- 
ment as to the cost of a salute fired at 
Gibraltar, but the reply gives no in- 
formation on the matter. Surely it is 
now time that this form of ceremonial 
should be abolished. It is anachronistic 
and wasteful. Nobody can maintain that 
such salutes are necessary; in fact, they 
were suspended during the War. Their 
perpetuation is due to mistaken ideas of 
discipline and a sense of respect due to 
senior officers and officials which is, to- 
day, exaggerated. Salutes by gunfire are 
deeply ingrained in the custom of the 
sea, but that is no reason for continuing 
to spend money on them in times like 
the present. The saving which would 
result from their abolition, however 
small, could be made to fulfill a more 
useful purpose if applied to the benefit 
of the oflicers who are being prematurely 
forced off the active list on to a glutted 
labour market. Admittedly the question 
is not only one for the Admiralty. 
Salutes are an accepted form of inter- 
national courtesy, and the scale is one 
agreed to by the maritime powers gen- 
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erally. It is quite wrong to suppose 
that they are chiefly fired off in honour 
of admirals. There are 28 classes of 
persons entitled to such salutes, only 
eight of which are in or connected with 
the Navy. One of them is the First 
Lord, but the occasions upon which he 
is entitled to a 17-gun salute are exactly 
the same as for the Secretary for War 
or the Secretary for Air. General officers 
of the Army, and air officers of the 
R. A. F., as well as many other classes 
of public servants, are entitled to salutes 
on their official visit to ships, but ad- 
mirals only receive them on taking up 
command or on promotion. Let the Gov- 
ernment take steps to abolish all salutes, 
for such would prove that they are de- 
termined to economise on redundant 
service expenditure.

Lakehurst, N. J., March 9. — The 
dirigible Los Angeles, only remaining 
airship of its type in the possession of 
the United States government, was 
taken out of its hangar at 5:20 p. m.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT HAS UPON HIS desk a recommendation for a new 
scale of pensions for widows of the Services. To him we make appeal for immediate 
action thereon, especially as his power in this matter will expire by law next Wed- 
nesday. In explanation of his delay, our attention has been invited to the important 
questions of legislation pressing for solution, such as those to counter the effects 
of the gold clause decision of the Supreme Court, the precarious status of the work 
relief bill, the difficulties facing the enactment of his social security program, re- 
organization of the NRA, etc. While not minimizing the necessity from the Presi- 
dent’s point of view of the adoption and enforcement of the executive policies in 
force and proposed, the fact stands out that a large number of women, most of 
whom are old and without private means and all the relics of men who served 
their country faithfully in peace and war as officers or enlisted men, are unable to 
keep body and soul together on the meager pittance they are receiving under Mr. 
Roosevelt’s economy order of two years ago. Their plight has been made the more 
pitiable by the rise in the cost of living due to the Administration’s policy, a rise 
which the President predicts will continue steadily for some months at least. Re- 
peatedly in the past we have called attention to the pension awarded CCC widows, 
which in some cases is three times that of Army and Navy widows and granted 
under the federal compensation act. In connection with the work relief bill, offi- 
cial testimony fixes $50 as monthly rate of pay, that being the sum deemed fair 
for the subsistence of a single person. Under the social security measure, the Fed- 
eral Government will match a state pension up to $15 per month, the latter being 
the amount granted to many Service Widows. We cannot believe the President 
will classify our widows with old age pensioners since they are particulary the 
charge of the Federal Government. Further many of them have lost their state 
citizenship and consequently would be ineligible for state contribution. Clearly the 
matter is one for executive determination. In view of the impending expiration of 
the President’s power to grant relief to loyal and deserving women, we urge him 
to act at once upon the recommendation now before him. 


WE ARE ASSURED THAT THE ABSENCE of a longevity pay restoration 
provision from the urgent deficiency bill passed by the House of Representatives 
this week, does not mean failure of action on the matter during the present session 
of Congress. It is stated that such a provision will be included in either the general 
deficiency bill still to be reported by the House Appropriations Committee, or one 
of the later appropriation bills. While the assurance is gratifying, what is desired 
is action, action which will equalize the pay of the commissioned personnel of the 
military services with that enjoyed by civilian employes of the government. Major 
General Coleman, Chief of Finance of the Army, pointed out in his annual report that 
the loss of longevity credit for service after June 30, 1932, “is a special and addi- 
tional loss of pay suffered only by the commissioned personnel” and referred to the 
unfairness of withholding “the very item of pay which was intended to keep their 
pay adequate and commensurate with other classes of personnel.” The discrimina- 
tion resulting from the present law will be emphasized on April 1 when the old rates 
of base pay both for military and civilian personnel will be reestablished. Then 
only the Commissioned officers of the five Services covered by the pay act of 1922 
will remain penalized, and this though the economy policy has been reversed, and 
though federal civilian employes will have regained the compensation granted them 
under the schedules in force prior to 1932. But few members of Congress under- 
stand that the base pay of officers was fixed purposely low in comparison with 
civilian employes of similar responsibilities, and that the system of longevity credits 
was adopted in order to assure compensation in accordance with advance in efficiency 
and rank. To deny these credits is to destroy the system which Congress created 
in order to reward merit and improve morale. 


ANOTHER SERVICE NEED PRESSING FOR Congressional action is that of 
relief from the obnoxious section 212 of the Economy Act limiting the employment 
opportunities of retired officers. This need is becoming greater with the retirement 
on totally inadequate pay of officers of the Navy passed over for promotion and 
of officers of the Army who were forced from active service by the Collins amend- 
ment to last year’s Army appropriation act. At the instance of Rear Admiral 
Leahy, Chief of the Naval Bureau of Navigation, relief to some extent is promised 
for the junior naval and Marine Corps officers who are victims of the selection 
system, but even should the government promise be realized still will it be neces- 
sary for such officers to obtain civilian employment in or out of the government. 
To deny the retired at least the same chance to make a living as civilians is to 
deny them the equality of opportunity which both Democrats and Republicans assert 
is the basis of our form of government. The government, by restricting employment 
opportunities for retired officers, is placing a stigma upon them, for it is notifying 
the country that they are prohibited from filling certain positions. The injustice of 
this view resulting from the law is so flagrant that it cries aloud for remedy.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Navy Legislation—Progress with Navy legislation during the week has been con- 
fined to committee activities. The Senate Naval Affairs Committee has held no 
meeting and will await the call of Chairman Trammell, Report from that Com- 
mittee on the Navy Line Personnel bill is not expected till after there is action 
in the House, i 

The House Naval Affairs Committee is considering the controversy between 
Secretary Swanson and Comptroller McCarl with reference to travel pay of mem- 
bers of the families of retired officers. Chairman Cary of the House Sub-committee 
on Naval appropriations announced earlier in the week—after Secretary Swanson 
had appeared before the Sub-committee—that a provision settling the controversy 
could be expected on the Naval Appropriation bill. The House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, however, is considering a provision of legislation to enforce this action. 
Rear Adm. ©. C. Bloch, Judge Advocate General of the Navy and other officers 
were summoned Thursday to testify, but the Committee did not reach them. They 
were asked to return to the Committee Friday. 

The Sub-committee on the Navy Appropriation bill, of the General Appropria- 
tions committee, has’ continued hearings on that measure during the week, expect- 
ing to conclude next Tuésday. 








































































Increasing Defense—The fact that Congress has moved to modernize and strengthen 
the Army and pians to increase the Navy has been seized by pacifists as an excuse 
to cry militarism and by foreign statesmen as an argument for the expansion of 
their home forces. In the press and on the air, the former have trumpeted the vic- 
tory of armament makers, and Ministers abroad have cited the further preparation 
of the United States as grounds for like action by their own governments. The 
answer to the pacifists, of course, is that munitions manufacturers at this junc- 
ture would be the last persons to have or to attempt to exercise influence on 
Congress. As a result of the disclosures before the Nye Committee they have been 
forced to devote themselves to the defense of their own conduct, and they are 
facing legislation which will take the profit out of war. When Former Secretary 
Baker reached New York after a trip from the Pacific Coast he expressed surprise 
at the request of Stanley Baldwin in the House of Commons for an expanded 
British force to match our enlarged Army. “I am perplexed”, said Mr. Baker, 
“that any one should use so small an Army as ours will be under our appropriation 
as an argument for increasing the army of another land.” We share in that per- 
plexity. The strength of the Regular establishment after July 1 will be 12,000 offi- 
cers and 165,000 enlisted men. There is a slight increase in enlisted strength of the 
National Guard. There are some additional funds for the R. O. T. C., and for the 
©. M. 'T. C. To repeat the very apt expression of Mr. Baker, our Army is a working 
model upon which expansion could be based. British military strength has been 
practically double that of the United States and is to be so continued, while France 
has extended the term of enlistment, Italy has enrolled children, Germany is 
moving toward the restoration of her Imperial peace strength, Russia has practi- 
cally a million men under arms and Japan today has substanially three times our 
force. It is common knowledge that even with the program now pending before 
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Congress our Fleet will be below the limitations fixed by the London Treaty 
those of other nations are at the maximum permitted by the Treaty and even er 
ceed it. France is about to lay down two 35,000 ton battleships as an answer t, 
like construction by Italy. In view of the facts, it is indeed perplexing that _ 
should be held up by foreign nations as responsible for the increase in their de 
fense. Under the circumstances it is not surprising that the suggestion Should be 
made that a deliberate attempt both at home and abroad is being made to x 
our country weak for reasons now obscure but which in all probability would have 
developed had we not moved to make the small preparation which is now provide 


Foreign Armaments Increase—The recent proposals of foreign nations to incregy 
their armaments has not gone unnoticed on Capitol Hill, but apparently wjy et 
influence immediate action there. Chairman Vinson, of the House Naval Affgin 
Committee, probably voiced the present attitude in that legislative branch, “jW, 
will not enter any armament race,” said he. “Congress last year formulated our 
program for building ships up to a Treaty Naval strength. We are proceeding with 
that program, as the records show, and will continue along that line, without par. 
ticulur reference to what France may plan regarding new battleships.” 


Progress in Naval Building Program—Delay in the completion dates of the ty 
aircraft carriers now under construction, is announced in the March report of the 
progress of naval shipbuilding made by the Bureaus of Construction and Repgiy 
Engineering. The completion dates of two submarines and several destroyers ay 
also advanced, while reports indicate that there will be delays in the building of , 
number of other vessels. One destroyer was completed during the month, it is rm 
ported, leaving 67 naval vessels and seven Coast Guard cutters under construction, 
The naval vessels listed as under construction, including two which have beg 
commissioned, are of practically every type—two carriers, three heavy cruisers 
seven light cruisers, ten submarines, 44 destroyers, and two gunboats. The list of 
vessels under construction, the building yard, the percentage of completion of hu 
and machinery, the date of completion, as reported by the yards, and the prospective 
delay in completion, are shown below:

Reserves and Nat. Guard Fund 
Conferees on the War Department ap- 
propriation bill have a number of im- 


portant decisions to make effecting 
vitally the training of the National 


Guard and Reserves. 

The Senate struck out the clause mak- 
ing the 5,000 increase in enlisted strength 
for the National Guard discretionary 
with the President and added $2,500,000 
with which to pay for the increase. Also 
the Senate provided that “such increase 
shall include an air squadron for the 
State of Mississippi.” 

The Senate also removed the clause 


under National Guard appropriations 
denying funds “for or on account of a 
larger number of mounted and medical 
units, and military pelice, wagon and 
service companies of the National Guard 
than were in existence on June 30, 1982.” 

For the Organized Reserves the con- 
ferees will have to decide whether to 
accept the Senate amendment which in- 
creases these funds by $1,886,250 in order 
to provide for 30,000 Reserve trainees. 

The Senate also increased the CMTC 
funds by $1,560,000 to provide for 37,5 
trainees. 





Reserve Division Bill 

Two bills to create a Reserve Division 
in the War Department were considered 
by the House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee on Thursday. One would establish a 
division, headed by a Reserve major 
general, while the other would have a 
Regular Army major general at its head. 
The War Department opposed both mea- 
sures. 

Col. Stephen A. Park, ORC, secretary 
of the Wiscensin Department of the Re- 
serve Officers Association, urged the 
creation of a Reserve Division. He rep- 
resented the Reserve Officers Association 
of the United States, that organization 
having voted in favor of the proposition 
at their last convention. Brig. Gen. 
Charles D. Herron, USA, officer in charge 
of Reserve Affairs at the War Depart- 
ment opposed the bills on behalf of the 
Department. He was joined by Col. 
R. B. McKenney, Inf.-Res., Reserve officer 
on active duty with the War Department 
General Staff. Testimony was also heard 
from Lt. Col. A. P. Watson, Inf.-Res., 
also on active duty with the W. D. Gen- 
eral Staff, who was netural on the pro- 
posal. 

In describing his own duties, General 
Heron stated: 

“My most obvious duty is that of main- 
taining contact with the Reserve. This 
I do by going up and down the land, 
asking Reserve Officers views and solicit- 
ing their complaints, interviewing them 
when they come to the War Department 
and forwarding their interests in every 
possible way, both within and without 
the War Department. 

“No statement of my contact functions 
would be complete without giving credit 
to Colonel Molter’s and Colonel Park's 
organization, the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation, which as a collector and trans- 
mittor of kicks, complaints and ideas is 
unexcelled. Reserve oflicers naturally 


write much more freely to their own 
organization than to the War Depart- 
ment. No Reserve Division could re- 


ceive any more aid and assistance from 
the Reserve Officers’ Association than I 
have received,”

Coast Guard News 


Slow progress is reported in the build 
ing of the seven large cruising cutters 
under construction in navy yards, Four 
of the cutters, building at the Philadel. 
phia Navy Yard, are now 7 percent com- 
plete as to the hull and 2.2 percent com- 
plete as to machinery, acording to the 
joint progress report issued by the Bu- 
reaus of Construction and Repair and 
Engineering of the Navy Department. 
Construction of the hull of these vessels 
moved forward 1.5 percent during the 
month of February, it was _ revealed, 
while the Bureau of Engineering re 
ported a gain of ¥, of 1 percent in the 
building of machinery. 

The cutters building at Philadelphia 
are due for completion on the following 
dates: George W. Oampbell, July 1, 
1936; Samuel D. Ingham, Sept. 1, 1986; 
William J. Duane, Nov. 1, 1936; Roger 
B. Taney, Jan. 1, 1937. The two cutters 
building at the New York Navy Yard, 
the Alexander Hamilton and the John C. 
Spencer were reported as having the 
following percentage of completion: 
hull, 5.2 percent; machinery 1 percent. 
there was a gain of 3% of 1 percent oD 
the hull during February, with no prog- 
ress on machinery. The George M. Bibb, 
under construction at the Charleston 
Navy Yard was 4.6 percent completed as 
to hull and 1% of 1 percent completed as to 
machinery. There was a gain of 1.6 per 
cent on the hull during February, while 
all of the progress thus far made on the 
machinery of this vessel was made dur 
ing the past month. No dates have been 
as yet set for their completion.

Col. Wallace Bryan Seales, USA, died 
at Ft. Clark, Texas, March 8 and was 
buried at Arlington with full military 
honors on March 13. 

Colonel Seales was born December 5, 


1875, at Paris, Texas, He entered the 
Military Academy June 15, 1894, and 
graduated therefrom April 26, 1898. He 


was assigned to infantry upon gradua- 
tion but shortly thereafter transferred 
to cavalry. He joined the 6th Cavalry 
in the fall of 1898 and served with that 
regiment until 1901.

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Merchant Marine 

Endorsement of President Roosevelt’s 
plan for a Federal subsidy to build up 
the American Merchant Marine was 
voiced by Senator David I. Walsh, of 
Massachusetts, in a broadcast over the 
NBC network, March 11, under the 
auspices of The Washington Star. 

“Any nation” Senator Walsh said, 
“with an intelligent national defense 
policy must support a naval reserve per- 
sonnel through its merchant marine. Yet 
the United States had no such reserve at 
the outbreak of the World War, and it 
has no such reserve now. During the 
war it actually had to take men from 
naval vessels to man merchant ships. 
By way of contrast, at the outset of 
hostilities Great Britain drew upon its 
merchant ships for 16,000,000 men to 
supplement its naval personnel. 

“Our unfortunate experiences in the 
war should convince us of the necessity 
of no longer delaying plans for a mer- 
chant marine in the United States sec- 
ond to that of no other nation. Many 
efforts have been made during the last 
15 years (beginning with the merchant 
marine act of 1920) to start such a move- 
ment, but we have been unsuccessful.

Naval Reserve Notes 

Transfer of naval aviation reserve 
officers from Class A-V(G) to Class 
A-V(K) upon failure to maintain 
flight status will hereafter be restricted 
to exceptional cases in which the failure 
to continue qualified is due to factors 
outside the control of the individual and 


where he has shown keen interest in 
the Reserve. 
The Bureau of Navigation declares 


that there has been a tendency on the 
part of A-V(G) _ officers, who for 
business or other reasons are unable to 
qualify for promotion in that class or 
to maintain their yearly check flights, 


to request transfer to A-V(K) class. 
Consulting the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
Navigation announces the following 


policy drafter by Aeronautics, and con- 
curred in by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation: 

“There is 2 tendency on the part of 
certain A-V(G) officers to request trans- 
fer to the A-V(K) class. To allow all 
transfers of this type will lead to un- 
satisfactory results. It is believed that 
the A-V(K) class should be reserved, 
with few exceptions, for Naval Aviators 
who have manifested keen interest but 
for reasons beyond their control can no 
longer qualify in a flight status, but can 
qualify for ground or other aviation 
duty. Officers thus transferred may be 
transferred back to A-F or A-V(G) upon 
reestablishing their qualifications for 
such transfer. 

“Where an officer is located within a 
reasonable distance of a Naval Reserve 
Aviation Base where there are facilities 
for training purposes outside of business 
hours, it is reasonable to assume that in 
recent years with a minimum effort he 
could have demonstrated some interest 
in maintaining his flight status as a 
Reserve Officer if he had any sincere 
interest in his avocation. Such lack of 
interest is in the opinion of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics disqualifying for any 
type of Reserve Aviation commission 
when the occupation of the individual 
lies outside the aeronautical! field. 

“Failure of an A-V(G) officer, who 
resides at some distance from a Reserve 
Aviation Base, to request annual train- 
ing duty at least in alternate years when 
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funds for this purpose are available, will 
cause such an officer to be considered as 
lacking proper interest.” 





Travel Allowance Dispute 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson stated 
this week that while he intends to pay 
naval officers travel allowances for their 
dependents when ordered home to await 
retirements, regardless of the Comptrol- 
ler General, he meant no general defiance 
of that official. 

Appearing before the House subcom- 
mittee on naval appropriations, the Sec- 
retary said that his statements to the 
Comptroller in his letter to that official 
were rather broad and that he did not 


mean that he would disregard the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office in all cases in 


which they would not follow the Court 
of Claims. At the same time, legislation 
was presented to make certain that 
travel allowances were due for depend- 
ents upon being ordered home for retire- 
ment, 

Despite this appearance of mending 
the break between the Navy Department 
and the General Accounting Office, there 
was considerable evidence that the Ad- 
ministration is moving to curb the power 
of “Czar” MecCarl. President Roosevelt 
let it be known that he was backing up 
Secretary Swanson in his fight, and in- 
dications are that there will be further 
steps taken on one side or the other. 


Pass Deficiency Bill 

The House Appropriations committee 
this week reported the First Deficiency 
appropriation bill carrying $180,274.66 
for the Navy Department and $7,781,- 
445.16 for the War Department. The bill 
was passed by the House, Wednesday. 

Most of the Navy's money was repre- 
sented in $175,000 necessary in order to 
provide the Naval Reserve with the full 
48 authorized armory drills, instead of 
the 36 as provided in the current appro- 
priation bill. For the War Department, 
$165,000 was recommended for salaries 
and expenses incident to the setting up 
of the office of Higher Commissioner to 
the Philippines. Also there was $1,001,- 
238.62 to satisfy condemnation awards 
for land in Hawaii in the vicinity of Ft. 
Kamehameha for use as an alr base and 
authorized to be taken under the provi- 
sions of the act of May 26, 1928.

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Army Promotion Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
missions. The result is that officers of 
the National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves are younger generally, grade for 
grade, than officers of the Regular Army. 
For instance, colonels of the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves average 8 
years and 4 years, respectively, younger 

than colonels of the Regular Army. 
“Section 6 provides for the bringing 

into position of greater responsibility on 

Mobilization Day those officers who have 


had the greatest amount of training. 
This was accomplished in the World 
War by the laws enacted by Congress 


at that time. The National Defense Act 
of 1920, however, provides that the rela- 
tive rank of National Guard and Reserve 
oflicers, when called into the service of 
the United States, shall not be the date 
of mobilization call, but shall be a date 
determined by the total amount of Fed- 
eral service which they have had in the 
grade in which called or in any higher 
grade. This will give all National Guard 
and Reserve oflicers a credit period of 
service for rank on Mobilization Day. 
Ixactly the same principle is being ap- 
plied in Section 6 to Regular Army 
officers. They are merely given credit 
for the time they have held their mobili- 
zation commissions. In effect it makes 
applicable to them the same law which 
new covers the civilian components. 

‘Section 6 of the proposed bill) was 
devised, after mature consideration, by 
the War Department General Council, 
which includes the Chief of the National 
Guard Bureau, and it is believed that 
the action of the General Council was 
just. It corrects a condition of superior- 
ity in rank gained by limited active duty 
training in time of peace by certain 
classes of officers over others who have 
actually had a greater period of such 
training in time of peace, 

‘This feature of the bill, 
largely academic until mobilization 
actually occurs. It was the intent in 
drawing up this bill that all controver- 
sial matters be eliminated. That this 
point would be controversial was not en- 
visioned. The fact, however, that it 
has raised objection induces the War De- 
partment to recommend that the contro- 
versial portion of Section 6 be elimi- 
nated by striking out the concluding six 
words thereof as follows: “carrying 
rank from date of appointment”, thereby 
leaving this feature of the defense pro- 
cram to be determined when the neces- 
sity therefor actually arises, 

‘Lam recommending to the Chairman 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee 
that the suggested amendment be = ac- 
cepted without further discussion,’ ” 

The next step with the War Depart- 
ment Promotion bill in the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee will be exhaus- 
tive hearings on its various provisions. 
Chairman John J. MeSwain announces 
that he regards this bill as a “good 
working basis” and will proceed to the 
hearings as soon as the press of some 
other business has been disposed of. He 
has asked that the Secretary of War 
supply the Committee with “copies of 
all the explanations, memoranda and 
other documentary evidence submitted to 
the President along with the Bill.” 

Chairman McSwain says he will insist 
that Section 6 be stricken out. It pro- 
vides that “Temporary appointments to 
higher rank, not above that of colonel, 
may likewise be made in time of peace, 
under such regulations as the President 
may prescribe, but such appointments 
shall confer no right to exercise com- 
mand, take precedence or receive pay or 
allowance prior to the recognition of a 
state of war, and on such regulation, 
they shall be in fult force and effect, 
carrying rank from date of appoint- 
ment. 

“I think there should be further 
amendments” added the Chairman, “so 
as to give better recognition to those 
oflicers, so long submerged unfairly, un- 
justly and, I might also say, illegally 
under provision enacted in 1920, We are 
xoing to have extensive hearings to gain 
a definite understanding of the interpre- 
tation that will be put upon every provi- 
sion of the Bill. We do not wish to be 
taken by surprise again, after this pro-
